As President Obama welcomes Egyptian President Hosni Mubarak and Israeli 
P ime M^sir Netanyahu in the coming weeks, there is an interesting econo mic 
and to the Peace Process. Egypt, Israel and the U.S. have a special trade 
rela ionship in the form of Qualified Industrial Zones. By combining Israe .and 
Eavotian materials these trade zones allow for the export of goods duty free to 
the Kd StatTs - providing an economic incentive to private industry to foster 
MfddlfEasfpeace. Minister Rachid, one of the architects of the QIZs, will be 
meeting ,S a number of high-level policymakers in Washington to discuss 
strengthening Egypt's trade relationship with the U.S.

For the third year in a row, Egypt has been named the '°P«~™™^" n 
the Middle East by the World Bank's Doing Business project. This year, Egypt 
was also named one of the top 1 global reformers. 

Minister Rachid has led Egypt to significantly reduce barriers by 
chanaina customs laws and tax codes and reducing tariffs by 60 percent 
S investment is on the rise in Egypt, growing from $5.6 billion ,n 2004 to 
$45 billion in 2008. 

Envoi's new private industrial zones have also fueled investment through a 
nubHc-pS partnership where the government provides banc infrastructure 
whtoh industry maintain and inputs its own resources. Six private industrial 
zones are a ready operational in Egypt with 1 1 more planned ,n the coming 



years. Minister Rachid is especially focused on adding new zones and creating 
jobs in the Nile Delta and Upper Egypt. 

Minister Rachid has overseen the development of Egypt's ^^f^ 
Zones- free trade areas where goods manufactured with 1 1 percent Israeli 
materia s can enter the U.S. without tariff or quota restrictions. Egypt is one of 
^£££**n countries to have set up Q.Z, 
were established in 2004 to 2008, Egyptian exports to the U.S. have mcreasea 
84 percent. 

Rachid has also played a leading role in the World Trade Organization's Doha 
Development Round" expressing' Egypt's strong commitment to foster economic 
competitiveness in the developing world. 

In addition to his cabinet role, Minister Rachid also serves as alternate Board 
Governor at the Arab Development Bank for Economic Development in Afr.ca 
and a member of the COMESA Bank Board of Governors. 

The Minister received his B.Sc. in Mechanical Engineering from the Fac ulty of 
Engintenng * Alexandria University in 1978.
